Sie PED es AS TE 
CHARGED WITH ELECTRICITY. 


A Remarkabie Escape from Instant Death 
in San Antonio. 


San Antonto, Tex., October 31.—[Special:} 
John J. Burke, assistant electrician of the San 
Antonio street railway, was engaged last night 
regulating the lightning arrester at the power 
tower. In the course of his work he had ocep- 
sion to put one of his hands on the main wire, 
and the other on the lightning arrester, which 
had a complete ground connection. The result 
was that the enormous force of the 500-volt 
current generated by two powerful Thomson- 
Houston dynamos, passed into the ground 
through his body. The connection lasted about 
a half minute, during which time the unfoprt- 
unate electrician * was ‘anable to free 
himself from his painful position. 
An employe of the engine room, hoew- 
ever, at length discovered his predicament 
and grasping him around the waist, tore him 
loose from the wires. He did not faint or fall 
to the ground, but was able to walk, unassisted, 
to his lodgings. That he received the full 
benetit of the current, is shown by the simul- 
taneous stoppage of every car on the line 
during the time that the ground connection 
through his body lasted. The skin of both 
arms had been ripped near the wrist by the 
force of the powerful current, and the palms 
of his hands were severely burned, but Mr.

ANOTHER ACCOUNT OF THE DISASTER. 

Lewes, Del., October 31.—The tug Hercules 
arrived this evening and reports that the 
schooner Cornelius Hargrove and the Spanish 
steamer Vizcaya collided at 7 o’clock on the 
evening of the 30th, within fifteen miles of 
Barnegat. Both vessels sunk in fifteen 
fathoms of water. Ten men from the Har- 
grove and seven from the Vizcaya were 
picked up by the schooner Sarah L. Davis 
and were transferred to the Hercules. 
The latter proceeded for the wreck to 
render assistance, but at midnight met the 
tug Battler, which had been to the scene, and 
found both vessels sunk and all hands gone. 
They picked up the body of 41 woman. | 

Survivors report nearly 100 people clinging 
to the wreck at one time. 

The survivors have been landed at the 
Lewes life station, and also the corpse of the 
woman picked up. She is reported to have 
been a stewardess of the steamer.

THE LAW AND THE DEBTOR. 


Reflections of Delinquency Must Not Ap- 
pear on Envelopes. 


RUTLAND, Vt., October 30.—Judge Hoyt H. 
Wheeler, of the United States district court 
of Vermont, has just decided that the law pro- 
hibiting the mailing of envelopes having on 
the outside words calculated to reflect injuri- 
ously upon the character of any one is violated 
by sending through the mails letters contained 
ir envelopes bearing the words ‘Excelsior 
Collection Agency,” printed in large letters 
across the upper half of the envelope. Judge 
Wheeler says: 

“The printed words are separated from the 
direction to return to respondent, if not called 
for, in the lower left-hand corner, and were 
obviously placed so as to attract attention and 
reflect delinquency in making payment upon 
the person sent to. The object probably was 
to make the person pay up to ayoid repetition 
of the reflection.”’ . 

Judge Wheeler has gone further than other 
judges in construing the law prohibiting the 
mailing of dunning letters and envelopes. 
The protection of individuals against annoy- 
ances is much more nearly perfect than before 
the passage of the amendment of 1888, under 
which Judge Wheeler’s decision was ren- 
dered.

THE TRADE REPORT. ‘ 
Review of Business-for the Month of Oc- 
tober. : 

NEw York, October 31.—The weekly review of 

trade of R. G. Dun & Co., says: The approach of 
the elections has caused some slackening of trade 
at many points, which is obviously temporary. 
Ata few cities, notably St. Louis, there is ob- 
served areaction from the great activity which 
irevailed just before the new tariff went into ef- 
ect, the demand for the time having been 
satisfied by dealings in anticipation 
of that measure. But at nearly 
all cities trade continues remarkably large, and 
payinents through all ciearing houses outside of 
New York, torthe month of October, will prob- 
aly be the largest ever recorded in any month, 
exceeding those of iast October by about 15 per 
cent, and those of last May, which were $2,037,- 
en the largest ever known, by about 10 per 
ent. 

Foreign trade for the month wil! certainly prove 
much the largestever known, and the great indus- 
tries are ali unusually active. ; 

At the south business is thriving. New Orleans 
reports large receipts of sugar and rice and good 
prices, though the baling of cotton 1s hindered by 
tae weather, bur at Calveston. trade linproves 
with better weather and orders are free, and at 
Sav inmtah receipts are 55,757 bales of cotton, 
15,076 casks of rosin and 5,488 of turpentine. At 
Jacksonville trade is rather dull, but im the north- 
ern Atlantic states decidediy active. 

it mey be said, moreover, that reports as to col- 
lections throughout the country are more satis- 
factory. Money markets are about as last re 
ported, though firmer, with a sharp demand at 

-oston ; firm but easier at Mhiladelphia; still tight 
at Chicago, and scarce at 7 to 8 per 
cent at St. Louis: somewhat strin- 
gent with large demand at Cleveland and Detro:t; 
strong at 7 per cent at Milwaukee; tizht at Savan- 
nah, ond with good demand at Denver, but easy at 
Kansas City, and easier in spite of the demand at 
Sew Orleans. Rates at New York have varied 
widely, anc tie treasury has taken in, during the 
week, about =2,000,000 more than it has put ont, 
new silver notes included. The demand tor the 
interior does not cease. 

fhe creat industries are doing more on the 
whole than atuny time in the past. Whiie iron 
production 18 at its inaximutm, and the market at 
Philadelphia is “very mixed,” iron scems stronger 
and steel weaker. The best foundry iron is un- 
changed here and at Philadelphia and Pittsburg, 
but Bessemer iron is weak, and at Pittsburg 
lower, with steel rails 50 cents lower. Disugree- 
men's in the association are reported, and the 
market here is demoralized with sales reported 
at s2vat the mill. In barand plate iron large 
are busy 


and small orders are active. 

Cotton is a quarter lower,with goods unchanged 
and in active demand, and takings by northern 
spinners fully up to last year’s. The general 
averige in prices, because of the advance in 
breadatuffs, potatoes and dairy products, is a 
fraction higher than a week ago, and 8.6 per 
cent higher than a year ago. This accounts in 
part for the enormous volume of exchanges 
throughout the country. but there Fremains an 
apparent increase of over 6 per cent in the volume 
of business, exclusive of the difference in 
ahem 5 Exports irom this port for four weeks 
lave been $10,000,000 larger in value than last vear, 
when October exports for the whole country were 
nearly $98,000,000, which in-ticates for the month 
much the largest movement on record. Imports 
here also show an increase over last yearof 3$16,- 
000,000, so thatthe aggregate for the month may 
reach 880,000 000.

‘Ja Spite of the Care and Attention of His 


Family and Physicians He Dies 
After a Few Hours’ Illness. 


Captain A. S. King is dead. 
This announcement will carry with it the 
foundest sorrow to the hearts of all who 
knew him. 
His death occurred about 10:30 o'clock yes- 
terday morning, at his residence on Peachtree 


street. 
So sudden and unexpected was the sad oo- 
eurrence that the shock was terrible to his 
family. 
About 6o0’clock yesterday morning, as was 


his custom, he walked: downtown for a few 
minutes, returning to his home for breakfast. 


He sat down in the library and began looking 
over THE CONSTITUTION, 

Suddenly the paper féll from his hands, and 
he leaned back in his chair unconscious. 

A servant girl in passing by the open door 
saw that there was something wrong, and 
notified the family immediately, and his wife, 
daughter and sisters rushed to his assistance. 

Dr. Roy and Dr. Webb were summoned at 


~ once, and the stricken man was carried to his 


room, where every possible means was exerted 
to restore him. 
IT WAS HEART FAILURE. 

For perhaps half an hour after the attack he 
was partially conscious, but the physicians in 
attendance soon realized that their efforts were 
of little. avail except to soothe the last mo- 
ments of the dying man. 

He gradually lapsed into a state of uncon- 
sciousness and at 11:30 o’clock he breathed his 
last. His death was caused by heart failure, 
in the opinion of the physicians who attended 
him. 

He was in the best of health and spirits up 
tothe very moment when he was stricken 
down. 

Thursday evening he was down town look- 
ing after some matters of business connected 
with Company B, of the Confederate Veterans, 
of which organization he was elected captain 
about a month ago. 

Just a week ago yesterday, he commanded 
the company in the great sham battle at the 
Piedmont exposition grounds, and it is thought 
by his family that the unusual exertions on 
that day, to which he was unaccustomed, 
brought on the attack which terminated his 
life yesterday. 

At any rate. so far as his family and friends 
knew, he never complained of any iliness pre- 
vious to the time of the attack yesterday morn- 
ing. 

A USEFUL LIFE. 

Captain King was born in LaGrange in 
April, 1840. From thence he removed to 
Greensboro after he grew to manhood. 

At the breaking out of the war he joined the 
Green Rifles, a partof Phillip’s Legion, and 
with that company marched to the frontin 
1861, remaining until the war was over. 

He wasa braveand faithful soldier, well 
beloved by his comrades, and highly respected 
for his ability and fidelity by his superior offi- 
cers. 

After the close of the war he returned to his 


removed to Knoxville, Tenn., where they re- 
mained for about five years. 

In 1872 Captain King was wedded to Miss 
Laura Craig, of Knoxville, and after spend- 
ing some few months in Texas, he removed to 
this city and entered business. 

He was fairly successful, but two years ago 
he decided to go into the real estate business, 
and he, with Mr. J. B. Roberts, under the 
firm name of King & Roberts, opened an 
office at No. 37 Marietta street. 

The firm did a successful business, as both

friends today.
